BMI editorial personnel with the responsibility of determining 
whether references to CIA or its top officials are casual or derog- 
atory, or descriptive of Agency activities of which they cannot be 
expected to have knowledge.

However, it is believed that rescission 
of the prohibition on publication of derogatory information or in- 
formation descriptive of Agency activities will not resolve the basic 
uncertainty Inherent in material referring to persons and activities 
which may or may not be attributed to CIA. A practical disadvantage 
is that derogatory and descriptive materials are so often commingled 
as to make selective excerpting unfeasible if not impossible.
